Startling Proposition la Advanced at 


Session of the Jurisprudence Society 
In New York. 


Now York, May I. 
As a substitute 
for tho death penalty it was proposed 
at the meeting of the American Asso­ 
ciation of Medical .Jurisprudence that 
criminals who had been convicted of 
capital offenses expiate them by being 
subjected to experimentation. 
Tim author of the paper, John S. 
Durand, lawyer, proposes 
that 
the 
various experiments whi h arc being 
performed on animals in institution 
of research be made on human tieing1 
He says that he does not mean vivi 
section, yet in his paper he specific 
various experiments in the study of 
blood and tissue and in the admlnls 
tratlon of drugs and the 
different 
Kinds of serum, such es used on cat 
and dogs. 
The paper prod ired a profound Im 
preunion. The speaker -aid that tin 
objer t of modern criminal 
statute- 
was deterrent rather than punitive. 
'‘In present 
conditions," he said 
“when society forfeits the life of a 
criminal he is put to death usually by 
hanging or electric!jr, and much ol 
great value has he«*n learned from tin 
deaths by electric 
currents of high 
voltage upon the human syst* rn. There 
is an almost limitless field of rescan I 
in the effect of various medb lin s or 
the Ininiun body and in the posslhili 
ties of so controlling its functions thai 
operations now considered iniposnlbl* 
of performance may become a matte! 
of every day happening. Great stride 
have been made in surgery.” 
Mr. Durand referred to the expert 
roents of Dr 
Alexis Carrel, of th.' j 
Rockefeller institute for Medical Re j 
search, who -av* ne has stopped th* j 
beating of the heart of a dog for twt 
and a half minutes without troubli 
following.
